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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The affidavit filed 5 November 2008 does not 
overcome the 103 rejections of record because while Applicant has demonstrated that utilizing the particular surfactants found in the 
affidavit are superior to those found in Miki et al., Applicant does not claim any of these specific surfactants in the instant claims. 
Furthermore, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to utilize a surfactant which would provide the best measurement results, as 
found in the teachings provided by Miki et a!., with respect to using nonionic surfactants with HLB values in a particular range for measuring 
HDL cholesterol. 
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
